Warrant No. 8949 in the 
sum of $425.00 payable to 
NCR was for the rental of 
the NiCR machine. 

Warrant No. 8931 in the 
sum of $234.68 was payable 
to Halprln Supply Com¬ 
pany. ’This warrant was 
supported by invoices re¬ 
ceived on two differ e n t 
dates, one in January and 
one In February. 

Warrant No. 8933 was in 
the sum of $293.56 and pay¬ 
able to Industrial Office 
Supply. This was supported 
by items received on seven 
dates extending from Jan- 
,u,ary 30, 1968, to April 23, 
1968. 

Warrant No. 8944 in the 
sum of $12.07 payable to 
Los Angeles County Health 
Department was dated Feb¬ 
ruary 14, 1968. 

The remaining four war¬ 
rants .were either considered 
not particularly late or a 
satisfactory explan a 11 o n 
was received for the holding 
up of payments. We were 
given no explanation what¬ 
soever for the late payment 
of warrants Nos. 8932 and 
8972. All other items were 
satisfactorily explained. 

'There were rumors that 
the City received notice 
from the telephone com¬ 
pany that unless payment 
was received within a few 
days the City’s telephcne 
service would be discon¬ 
tinued. We found these 
rumors to be untrue. We in¬ 
vestigated warrant No. 9000 
and its supporting docu¬ 
ments because of an alleged 
notice from a collection 
agency that unless the as¬ 
signee’s claim was not paid 
immediately a lawsuit 
would be forthcoming. Upon 
examination of the warrant 
it was found that the war¬ 
rant had been cashed and 
paid prior to the date on 
which the notice was sent 
to the City. 

It is our conclusion that 
the City is not particularly 
delinquent in the payment 
of its bills; however, from 
the interviews we found 
that the internal organiza¬ 
tion of the City's bookkeep¬ 
ing deportment is in a sod 
state of affairs. There ap¬ 
pears to be no one in charge 
of the bookkeeping depart¬ 
ment, nor is there any sys¬ 
tem of control and checks 
concerning either the pay¬ 
ment of bills or the specific 
duties of the personnel in 
that department. We found 
that the recording and pay¬ 
ment of bills is somewhat 
divided between two ma¬ 
chines (Burroughs and 
NCR) and two City em¬ 
ployees. We further found 
that there is but one mem¬ 
ber of the City personnel 
capable and willing to .uti¬ 
lize the NCR machine. We 
also found that no other 
personnel would use the 
NCR machine, and, finally, 
that the NCR machine, for 
which a monthly rental of 
$425 is incurred, is only uti¬ 
lized to a very small por¬ 
tion of its capabilities. 

From our investigation we 
.drew the following conclu¬ 
sions and make the follow¬ 
ing recommendations. First, 
we recognize that the City, 
because of an abnormal 
change in personnel and 
government, has undergone 
a rather traumatic exper-

had its effect upon its in¬ 
ternal organization. We re¬ 
cognize and commend Beth 
'Thomas for a job very well 
done during that period. We 
feel that when our new 
City Administrator assumes 
his position on June 10th, 
1968, many of the existing 
problems will be eliminat¬ 
ed. We feel that the enact¬ 
ment of Ordinance 816 and 
the appointment of a Fi¬ 
nance Director will be of 
tremendous help. We fur¬ 
ther feel that if this ordi¬ 
nance had been enacted 
when originally proposed to 
the prior City Council, many 
of the existing problems 
would have been elimin¬ 
ated. We therefore urge the 
appointment of a Finance 
Director at the earliest pos¬ 
sible time. 

We recommend that the 
use of the Burroughs ma¬ 
chine be terminated and 
that all further records be 
placed on the NCR machine. 
We strongly recom mend 
that additional personnel be 
taught the use of the NCR 
machine, and we recom¬ 
mend that the duties of the 
indivld,ual personnel in the 
bookkeeping department be 
clearly delineated.

It was on June 14, 1777, that the Continental Congress way 
passed this resolution: 

“Resolved, that the flag of the thirteen United States 
be thirteen stripes, alternate red and white; that the 
union be thirteen stars, white in a blue field, representing 
a new constellation.” 

No one knows who designed this flag, or who made 
the first one. William J. Canby said in 1870 that his grand¬ 
mother, Betsy Ross,

The Continental Congress left no record to show why 
it chose red, white and blue for the flag, but in 1782 the 
Congress of the Confederation chose these same colors for 
the newly designed Great Seal of the United States. 

The resolution on the seal said red is for hardiness 
and courage, white is for purity and innocence, and blue 
for vigilance, perseverance and justice. 

And the flag itself? 

“The Stars and Stripes stands for the land, the people, 
the government and the ideals of the United States, no 
matter when or where it is displayed.”
